Forcit to be engraved, and a Book of the Roads to be 
printed, and given away to the Princes and Nobility.

which they have publifhed ofall their Tranfactions, 
irom their frit Inftitution. Don Francis d’Almeida, a 
Member of the faid Academy, has lately diftributed to 
that Sociery, the zd Tome of his Book, intituled, The 
Apparatus of the Difcipline and Rites of the Kingdom of 
Portugal. The Letters from Lisbon add, that the 
Bafhaw Rocc!, who was Governor of Azamore, and 
who, during the Troubles of Morocco, had embraced 
Muley Ali’s Party, was retired to Portugal, to avoid 
the Confequences of the Refentment of Muley Abdal- 
lah, who is replaced on the Morocco Throne; and that 
his Portuguefe Majeity treats the faid Bafhaw with very 
great Ditunction.
